The Superior well 
caught fire when tt was first 
brought in four weeks ago and 
burned up the rig and destroyed 
considerable equipment. The well 
sanded up and it was found neces- 
sary to build a new rig and clean 


it out.

Reservoir Extensions Give 12,000 Acre Feet; Enough 
for 200,000 Consumers for Year 


As a result of the tremendous construction program carried on by 


Chief Engineer Mulholland of the Bureau of Water Works and Supply 


during the last twelve months and which is being rushed this year, the 


capacity of the city’s water-storage reservoirs will be increased 12,000 
acre-feet by June 1, next. This additional capacity will insure a water 
supply for 200,000 residents of Los Angeles, providing in advance for 


the city’s increase in population during 1924. 


Two of the present reservoi 
are being enlarged. They are the 
Stone Canyon and Encino basins. 
Their total increase will be about 
10,000 acre-feet capacity. 

Work of the concrete dam to 
fill the Hollywood reservoir, in 
Weld Canyon, is being rushed as 
fast as possible. It is expected 
that by June 1, this dam will be | 
sufficiently high to store more | 
than 2000 acre-feet of water be- 
hind it. The water in this new 
reservoir ie expected to be avail- 
able this summer. 

This increase of 12,000 acre- 
feet is equivalent to 4,000,000,000 


gallons. water bureau engi- 
neers pointed out.
